semble on the Gouthern bank of the 
Limpiope, between the L'jth and the 
.'Ust of May, ami will cross that 
river ou June 1st and proclaim the republic 
of the north on tho following day. Tlie 
leaders of the " Trek" include men from the 
Transvaal, the Free States and Cape Col- 
ony. All steps taken have been by the »u- 
vice and approval of the '"Afrikander bond," 
which has just held its annual conference 
in K.imberley. There seems reason to be- 
lieve that one of the objects in view is the 
extension of the claims of tho chartered com- 
patiy-nnd-rtphicon.ontT»fthe-i)5njpany by 
agonnino South Afri(^n^^mbvement,:'-free 
from all control by the British GbVe'rninent. 
The idea hits been gathered in Kngland that 
as tbo V^^ilcabder bond" supports 
Uight Hon. Cecil'Rhodes, in his position as 
Cape iireinicr, it must also support kim as 
director of the destinies of the chartered 
company. This may turn out to be an en- 
lire delusion. An influential journal, pub- 
lished in Cape Town, and reproseutinc tho 
\ iew.s of a moderate portion of the Dutch 
party, referring to the seizure of the steamer 
Countess of Carntirvon, has remarked that 
the news of the scizuie is only lacking 
in r respect to make it entirely 
accepluble : ,tliut it did not include a re- 
port that the captain of the vessel had been 
killed by a shot from a Portuguese cannon. 
The Patriot, a journal which represents the 
more extreme views of the bond party, was 
even mors emphatic in the same siuse. The 
strength of tho movcniGut may be gathered 
from the openness with whiclr its plans are 
disclosed. There ii no concealment of any 
kind. The ■' Republic of the North" will 
be founded on the conatitutional law of the 
South African republic, and .will' .attract 
men of high character and ability from all 
parts of South Africa.

(ITrom our own Correspondent.) 

Ottawa, May 2.— The flood gates of talk 
wore opened in a six hours' discussion on 
the address, yesterday, and the end is not 
yet. Mr. Kazen mado a capital speech, fol- 
lowed by Mr. Corboiild, who said that Can- 
ada had been for thirty-five years trying to 
procure u settlement of the reciprocity ques- 
tion, but since 1854 all her offera hud been 
refused by the Washington Government, ou 
some pretence or other. Ho thought that it 
was a subject of congratulation that the 
Government had taken the firm stand on 
that (juestion it had and that Canada 
waH not prepared to barter away her inde- 
pendence unil her nKtionality, as one party 
ill Canada proposed to do. (Applause.) The 
Behring Sea question was one ot the utmost 
iniportunoe to the province which ho repre- 
sented, i - 'TherAggreasl ve proceedings of t he 
Slates had'been met with patience and firm- 
ness ; and the' result would probably be an 
early and an honorable settlement of this 
vexed question. 

Hon. Mr. Laurier complimented the mov- 
er and seconder of the address," and then 
prooEcded to deliver a speech indicating the 
bitter disappointment of the Liberals at 
their defeat at last election, and the decided 
efforts of the Government to secure recipro- 
city with tho United States. 

The Premier made a vigorous reply, but 
(Jeclined to be led into a discussion of the 
trade question, pending the negotiations. 
Ho chaffed the Oppositirn unmercifully. 

The debate was continued by Sir Richard 
Cartwright, Hon. Mr. Foster and Mr. Mills. 
The House then adjourned. 

Mr. McCarthy has re-introducod his bill 
to repeal tho dual language clause in the 
Northwest Territories Act, and to give 
power to tho legislature to deal with public 
schools free from all limitations. 

Mr. Mulock moved a resolution in 
favor of the repeal of the sugar duties, and 
also to place binding twine on the free Hat. 

The deba' j in the Senate collapsed sud- 
denly to-duy, the Government making no 
declaration. 

Shoals of petitions in favor of |prohibition 
were presented. 

A conference will take place on Tuesday 
to decide on tho nature of tho prohibition 
resolution and its presentation to the House.

T.oNDdK, .\r.".y — Ha'.n somewhat marred 
the brilliancy of the Royal naval exhibition, 
opening, to-day. Still, nearly every no- 
table person expected to bo present put in 
an appearance, and the event was a highly 
siicceaaful one. Tho Princess of Wales, 
who had not been seen i-i public for some 
time back, was very warmly greeted by the 
people. It was noticeable that she received 
a more elfiisivQ welcome than even tho 
Prince. The manner in which the Prince 
opened the exhibition was strikingly novel. 
Ihe model, tlireo feet in height, 
ol the new Kddystono lighthouse 
BtM)d on a glass pedestal on the platform, 
and iivh n the moment arrived for declaring 
the erhibitlon open, the Prince opened u 
miniature door in the model lighthouse by 
mcaiig of a sm<ill gold attachment. A gun 
wus fiiRtd and the royal stundurd hoisted on 
top of a full sized niodel, 170 fout in height, 
of the old Eddystouo lighthouse in the 



grounds. The same action also hoisted a 
flag and flashed an electric light on the 
model of the new lighthouse on the plat- 
form.

LABOR DEMONSTRATION. 



London Workmen Preparing For a 
Great Mass Meetinsr To-day 
in Hyde Park. . 



The Women Will Turn Out as a Frew 
test Asrainst Lecrislation For 
Their Protection. 



London, May 2.— Signs of activity. are 
appearing everywhere in London, prelimi- 
nary to" to-niorrow'a labor demonstration. 
Already bonds of workmen are beginning 
the holiday by parading the streets with, 
their new banners. If Sunday proves to be 
a fine day, the Hyde Turk demonstration 
will be ' the greatest of the kind ever 
held. Tho procession will bo com- 
posed of labors' cavalry as well 
as infantry, the farriers of tho 
city loading the way on horseback. For 
the first time, women will turn out in con- 
siderable numbers, and strangely enough, 
partly as a protest against the legislation 
supposed to be for the protection of their 
vax. The self-supporting women of Eng- 
land do not want any further legil restric- 
tion upon thoir hours of labor than 
that which they now have. Every 
year the English woman , is 
becoming less dependent and more 
self-supporting, and she sees concealed un- 
der j)6ver of tho pretended benefits, suggest- 
ed by nun prominent in labor agitation, 
what she believes to be a zealous purpose Uf 
restrict her field of action. It is for this 
reason that tho women are meeting and 
passing resolutions repudiating the proposi- 
tions of their self-appointed benefactors. 

"Netk or Noihlne." 

Tho Nanaiino amateurs last night pre- 
sented, in a very acceptable and artislie 
manner, the popular and amusing drama of 
" Neck or Nothing." As is g>-nerally 
known, tho action turns upon tho Crimean 
War from the dealarution until the fall of 
Scbastopol. It is full of life, and the per- 
formers.^almost one and all, were far above 
the average t>i a'niiit()iirF, Some indeed,' ap- 
peared almoab as if they, bad been but out 
for tho stage, so well did they adapt them- 
selves to their parts. Applauie and 
laughter, iu their turn, filled tne house, tho 
audience being^ appreoiative to a degree. 
The non-proTestlohal character of the 
actors renders it unnecessary to criticize 
their respective rolei, but too much cannot 
be said in appreciation of the efforts of tho 
ladies and geatlemen of Nunaimo in their 
endeavors, CO contribute to the funds of the 
Royal Jubilee Hospital.

TOBACCO TAX REPEALED. 

Wholesalers and Retailers Will uo Lonccr 
Pay $2.10 Anunnlly. 

Wasmincton City, May 1. — Under the 
provisions of the McKiiiloy tariff »ct, be- 
ginning to-day, all special taxes imposed 
upon dealers in leaf tobacco, dealers in 
manufactured tol^icco, monnfacturers of to- 
bacco/ and cigars, and peddlers, are re- 
pealed. The Taw, however, requires that 
these various classes of dealers Bhull register 
their numes and place of business,' with the 
local collector of intemal revenue, with tho 
exception of dealers in manufactured tobac- 
co. The number of dealers of the latter class, 
according to the report of this commissioner 
of internal revenue for 1890, was 608,088, 
who puid a tax of S2.40 each. It is said at 
the department that the abolition of this 
special tax of $'J.40 will cause a loss to the 
government of §1,600,000 annually.

lunumerablo telegrams from al* parts of 
the continent of Europe, show that while 
there was general ferment, the worklngmen 
no where showed a disposition to cnuso 
' trouble or lessen the synipiithy of llic 
public by illegiil manifestations. Neither 
have tho predictions of a universal atrilte 
been fulliUeJ. The anarchists seized the 
chunce to agitato their doctrines, with tho 
added zest of a possible scuffle with the 
authorities, and' the dulbreaks recorded 
wore invariably dno to their efforts and 
would have been more eCfectunl but for 
police luid military preparutioiia. Tlio 
London ciupenters and joiners coinmencotl 
n strike Friday night. 

Germnny lias been very ((uite. Tlic meet- 
ings were sp.usely attended. 

In Auslnu iiiul H\ingiiry the day was 
tukou up with mcri^ly lioliilay ilivLTHions. 
At Beks the military were called upon to 
quell a sociiilistic riot, and aevcnil pei-sniib 
were wounded. TIik demonstration held cii

KIOTS IN LYONS. 

Lyons, May 1. — A number of very cx- 
oiting scenes were witnessed in this city, 
to day. The first disturbance occurred 
when a bin crowd of workmen, followed by 
-largo numljorH of women and children and 
"bearing red cards containing various aenti- 
mients, uttumpted to hold a procession. The 
■authorities had decided to prevent any 
uiiorohing, and, ns the men refused to dis- 
iperae, the police charged. Tlie men made 
de's.penito resistance, and a general melee 
followed, in which a number of policemen 
weM seriously wounded. A body of caval- 
ry was dispatched to tile place, and the 
worlcmen were unable to withstand the 
combined attack. A number of arrests 
were made and several of the prisoners 
were found to be heavily armed. 

^Subsequently a mob marehed to the come- 
teryV headed by men carrying red and 
; . black flagik. The . visit was for >tbe purpose 
of liplding a demonstration over the graves 
of former rioters. The aathorilios 
were again compelled to appeal to 
the military, and again were war-horscs 
ridden down upon tlio people. Tho mob 
obstinately resisted. Showers of stones and 
other mioilcs were hurled at the soldiers, 
several of whom were seriously injured he- 
fore they Butcecdcd in clearing tlie Liuryiiig- 
ground of tho mob. Upon being driven 
from the cemetery the crowd ugaiu formed 
a procession and marched back to tho city, 
defiantly denouncing the authoritie.s smd 
singing " La Cu rmagnole " in grand chorus. 
The rioters, undaunted by their two defeats, 
had no sooner reached the city than lin y 
made an attack upon tho police and broke 
through the cordon. Again did the fol- 
diers charge, and ihe crowd was forced to 
beat a retreat. The fjgliting has ciiused ih« 
greatest alarm among the people of the city, 
and the excitement is intensified iia o;ich 
hour payees. Tlio police are utterly pow 
to coutrol the howling mob, who, endjolileiietl 
by this fact, have becomo more defiimt 
than over, and tlie autlioritiea have been 
compelled to summon additional reinforoe- 
ments of soldiers. The rioters have cut the 
telephone and telegraph wires, and are now 
holding an uproarious meeting at head- 
quarters, where annrchtst speakers aro 
furiously and wildly haranguing their 
hearers and iuciting the already niaddcncd 
men to coinrait further acts of violence. 
Dense crowds surrounded tho labor ex- 
change, which building the soldior.s liavo 
cleared of all persons at the point of the 
bayonet. The mililury are taking every 
; precaution to subdue the mob, and have 
brought cannon to the placofor the purpose of 
intimidating them. A mass meeting of 
workmen was held to-night on the principal 
square of city. Becoming disorderly, the 
troops again charaed. Several persons were 
injured. Ten soldiers and policemen wore 
injured during the day, and si.xty per.-on.s 
arrested.

He won the re- 
spect and c^'teom of all with whom he came 
in contact. Is'o one, not oven tho most pre- 
judiced and bigotted, could resist the charm 
of his manner. Ho vras not what is com- 
monly considered an able man ; but he had 
a talent for business, and ho was devoted 
to his duties. During the thirty-one years 
in which he was Bifhop of Char- 
lottctown, tho affairs of tho Roman 
Catholic Church in Prince Edward Island 
were jiidiuioualy and fuithtully ndiuinis- 
tered. Hia clergy were deeply attached to 
hini, and be was loved and revered not 
only by Roman Catholics, but by Protes- 
tants of all denominations from one end of 
the Island to the other. He was enthusi- 
astic in tho cause of education and the 
friends of temperance found in him a zpal- 
ous co-laborer and a discreel; adviser. The 
death of the good Bishop Mclntyre will be 
sincerely and deeply mourned by the whole 
population <if the Island province. We ap- 
pend a sUotch of his life and his labors; 

Bishop Afclntyre was born in Cable 
Head, .St. Peter's bay. Prince Edward 
Island, June 29, 1818. His father, a native 
of Invcrnets-shiro, fjcotland, emigrated to 
Prince Edward Island "in 1788. The son 
received his preparatory education in St. 
Andrew's academy. Prince Edward Island, 
was afterwards sent to the College of St, 
Hyacinth, and followed a thccrfogical course 
in tho seminary of Quebec-. Me was or- 
dained priest in 1843, and then appoiuted 
assistant at -the' Quebec parish church. 
After several, , months he was assigned to 
the Tignish ntission, on Prince Edward 
Island, wheire he . continued for serentcen 
years, during which ; he built one of the 
finest churches in Canada. He was con- 
secrated Bishop of Charlottetown, in 
August, 1860. Under the administration of 
Bishop Mclntyre, the Roman Catholic 
church has made marked progress in his 
diocese. He has founded the college of St. 
Dunstan's, a convent on one of the Mag- 
dalen islands, and about twenty churcbea 
and parochial schools. He went to- Europs 
in 1809, to attend the general council of tn« 
Vatican, and traveled through a part of 
Europe and Asia. In 1878 he founded a 
hospital in Charlottetown, which is con- 
sidered one of the best managed in the 
Domiuion, and is open to allclasses and 
creeds.

, A SNEAKING TRADUGEli. 

Theedit'op of the News Advertiser, of 
Vancouver, seems to consider it Ilia mission 
just now to misrepresent and defame Vic- 
toria and ita inhabitants. It is difficult to 
see wliat lie has to gain by lliia policy of 
detraction and mendacity. He has dis- 
covered tliat " the people and the press of 
Victoria are how engaged in a discussion in 
which BJrcasm, bitterness, jealousy and 
disappointment are curiously mingled." 
This is certainly news to us. We have seen 
or heard notliing of this womierful discus- 
■ion, and we are in a very good position to 
observe any tmasual agitation that ,may be 
going on in the city. ' The cause of all the 
commotion," the truthful Adverlitcr suys, 
- " is the Bleamsliip Empress of India." The 
arrival of tlie 6rst ship of tlie Canadian 
steamship lino did, wo admit, create a 
little mild excitement in this city, but it 
was a Bomewhat pleasurable exuitement. 
People in hundreds flocked to the Outer 
Wharf, to see the vessel. They greeted her 
and those who came in her cordially, and 
the city, in its corp'irate capacity, made a 
handsome presentation to the captain and 
other officers of tho steamship. There was 
not;biDg bitter or jealous or .sarcastic in all 
this. Quite tbe reverse. 'The vessel re- 
mained here for some lime, and some, pet- 
haps, were a little diauppointcd at her not 
coming up to the wharf. But when it was 
explained that she could not do 
so without runuing some risk very 
little more was ' aaid about the 
matter. There was nothing in ' the 
notices of the steamship's arrival that ap- 
peared in the city pipers, that could bo 
const rued into strcasm, jealousy, biitein<as 
and disappoialnient. Their tone, on the 
contrary, was congratulatory and in every 
way pleasant. . Mbtbing was , said or done 
or written to give ihe Advertiser the sliglit- 
•it excuse for traducing this city or sneer- 
ing at lis citizens. 

The Adver tiser seims to think that Vic- 
torians were utuiuly favored when tlie Em- 
press was allowed to remain ut this port for 
over four bonra. We do not regard this as 
an act of extraordinary grace on the part of 
the company. When it is known that 800 
out of the 1800 tons of freight that the ves- 
sel carried were for Victoria and that .'tlO 
Chioeso paasengers out of the .SCi on board 
had taken passage for this city, it would 
not have been .considered . altogether unrea- 
sonable if the people of Viotoritl' expeoteii 
that the Empress ought to have remained 
here long enough to have landed, not "a 
mail bag," but the eight hundred tons of 
freight, the 319 Chinamen and any other 
passengers who wished to pay the city a 
Tislt.<' 'Perhaps the Advertiser will ' inform 
its readers how mach of the balance of the 
cargo, after Victoria's eight hundred tons 
were taken out, was for Vancouver. To 
show the importance of Victoria's trade 
with the countries on the other side 
of the Pacific, we may say here 
thife the C. P. B. steamer Tai Chow, 
which arrived here from China since 
tho departure of the Empress of 
India, has on board 700 tons of freight for 
Victoria, wliich she is now discharging ut 
the outtT wharf. 

Our contemporary wishes to create tho 
impression that the delay at Victoria ren- 
dered it necessary to despatch a special 
train with the pas.sengers and mails brouj^ht 
to Vancouver by the Empress of In.lia. It 
is more than likely that when he made this 
insinuation, tlie editor knew well that tlio 
special train had been prep ired somo time 
before nnd was waiting for tho arrival of 
the boat to rush across the continent in 
order to catch the Atlantic etcamer wliicli 
left Nov York last night. The Special 
passed the Express, und, no doubt, arrived 
at New Y irk hours before the latter reach- 
ed Montrea'. 

Perhaps ihe editor of tho Advertiser 
imagines that ho can injure Victoria by his 
nntruthful and studiously disparaging arti- 



AN IMPORTANT ANNOUNCEMh'NT 

The announcement made a day or two 
ago by Sir James Ferguson in the British 
House of Commons that in future treaties 
with foreign nations Great Britair. will not 
allow herself to be precluded from making 
preferential trade arrangements with her 
colonies, is most significant. It implies that 
she now regards her dependencies us parts 
of the empire, in a sense very diiferent from 
what she has done hitherto. In making a 
commercial arrangement witli a foreign 
country, Scotland and Ireland are uicluded 
as a matter of course, but not Canada or 
Australia. If they become parties to the 
treaty and are to be benefitted by the con- 
cessions that are made, and bound by its 
obligations, it must be by special arrange- 
ment, and in most cominoroial treaties 
Great Britain binds herself to treat her own 
colonies as she does the rest of the world. 
Canada is, in a commercial sense, no nearer 
to the Mother Country than is Goimauy or 
the United States. In matters of trade, 
kindred and colonial relation are not 'jon- 
aidered by her any more than friendship is 
among individuals. This is n peculiar and 
an anonialons position for both the parent 
country and tho colonies. Politically, they 
form parts of ono empire; coiiiinercially, 
they are separate and independent countries. 

The resolution at whioh the British Gov- 
ernment has arrived is the flrststep towards 
a closer union between Great Britain and 
her colonies, with respect to matters of 
trjde. Great Britain is disposed to .issert 
her right to make .special trade arrange- 
ments Vi'ith her colonics, and to ;,'rant tliem 
preferences wliioli eliu denies to foreign 
countries. This is what a large and grow- 
ing school of economists have been for some 
time urging her to do. They contend that 
if the Mother Country extends to her colon- 
ies trade privileges which she denies to for- 
eign nations, she will benefit the colonics 
and ul.so extend her own trade. It is un- 
derstood, of course, that the colonies will 
also discriminate in her favor. If, for in- 
stance. Great Britain would impose 'a duty 
on foreign breadstnfls, und meats, &c. , and 
admit similar products from tho colonies 
free, she would prove to tho United States, 
and other high protectionist countries, that 
thoy could not exoludo her products with 
impunity, and she might, at the same time, 
very materially increase her trade with her 
d ;pendencies. Giving colonies the prefer- 
ence would tend to identify their interests 
with those of Great Britain, and thus 
strengthen the bonds which hold the difier- 
ent parts of the Empire together. The ad- 
vantages arising .from this arrangement 
might, and probably would, lead to still 
closer trade relations between Great Britain 
and her dependencies und do much towards 
making the Federation of tho Empircj which 
is now rf gardcd by many as an impracticable 
dream, an accomplished fact. 

Carrying out the intention announced by 
Sir Jami-s Ferguson, would, we aresatisGed 
have this tendency, and when once the good 
work of drawing Great Britain and her col 
onies closer together is commenced there is 
no knowing where it will stop, or what it 
will effect. 



are not surprised at this. Miners are not 
disposed to aurrender'a part of the'' fruits of 
their toil to the Government. They look 
upon a royalty as an unfair imposition. 
Thoy say that they pay all the taxes that 
other men pay, and that the nature of thoir 
occupation is sueli that thoy pay, per capita, 
more than men engaged in any other occu- 
pation. What justice is there, thoy ask, in 
requiring them to pay a tax on the product 
of their labor besides? A farmer pays no 
royalty on his wheat, u stock raiser is not 
refpiired to pay so much per head for 
the stock lie raisei, nor is a toll de. 
manded of the fisherman of the |]sh he 
catches, All these men pay the ordinary 
taxes and no more. Why, then, should the 
Government discriminate against tho miner? 
There is a great deal of force in this reason- 
ing. To tho miner those arguments appear 
unanswerable. He objects to a royalty be- 
cuiiso it is Inquisitorial as well as 
unjust. Men do not want to have, Govern- 
ment officials prying into tWr .bn8ineeB,und 
being in a position to let ihe -World know 
whether their mines are paying or not. 
They want to be the sole possessors of their 
own business secrets. This was the chief 
objection raised to the royalty imposed on 
metals in this province. ' Tbe object of that 
royalty, too, was to lieoefit the miners 
themselves. Tliere arc millions of acres of 
mineral lands in this province, which, for 
want of railroad aeconunodation, are now 
inaccessible, and are likely to remain so. 
The lands through which the railways to 
them must run are, for the most part, un- 
fit for either agricultural or grazing pur- 
poses. It was thought if railway compan- 
ies were allowed a royalty on tho metals 
taken from land opened up by the roads 
they Imilt to those hitherto iiiaocesHilile and 
unproductive parts of the province, they 
would be induced to conntruct roads to 
them, and that tho miners would gladly 
pay the toll. But those who believed this 
soon found that they were very tiiuc.Ii mis- 
taken. The miners in all parts of the pro- 
vince, almost to a man, protested against 
the royalty, and the Government was under 
the necessity of procuring the repeal of 
the royalty clause, inserted in the Railway 
Aid Act for the special purpose of benefit- 
ing tho miners themselves. If miners in 
British Columbia objected so strongly to u 
royalty imposed to tnconra;ie capitalists to 
build roails for their ucconinindation, it is 
not likely that the miners of Ontario would 
(juiotly submit to a royalty, imposed by the 
Government of tho province for purely 
revenue purposes. The mining legislation 
of the Ontario Government, from what wo 
have read of it, does not ajipcar calculated 
to promote the developtneut of the mineral 
wealth of that province. — 

editorial' COMMENT. 

Wb have made .the Times ongry, bat we 
have forced from it an important admfission. 
It said a few days ago : " We hear of no ef- 
fort being made whereby this port can be 
made available as an actual point of touch 
for ships of the size of the Kinpress of India." 
It now admits that "it was iiiiitc wellawaic 
that Mr. Bitbet bos been engaged in mak- 
ing costly improvements totheouter wharf " 
whioh will, when completed, tSord ample 
accommodation for ships of the size of tho 
Empress of India. The hard woi'tls of the 
Times will break no one's hnnes, but when 
it contradicts itseli, and ailinits that it did 
hear of eflTorts being made lo give Victoria 
wharf accommodation for ocean steamships, 
the' admission may be of use to our fellow 
citizens. 



MINING LliOISLATION. 

The Legislative Assembly of Ootario 
was occupied for a time in altering and 
amending the mining laws of the province, 
The Government had evidently two objects 
in view; one was to prevent tlio rich niining 
lands of Ontario falling into the hamU of 
speculators and monopolist corporations, 
and the other was to get a revenue from tho 
lands. In order to efiect these purposes it 
proposed to increase the price of mining 
lands ; to reserve to the Crown the giin- 
erals in lands sold for agricultural purposes, 
selling only Burface rights ; to reserve to tho 
Crown a royalty on certain minerals ; to 
compel expenditure for mining purposes on 
laud purchased for tho minerals they con- 
tained ; and to adopt the principle of leas- 
ing mineral lands. How these provisions 
are to check speculation, und lo prevent 
mining companies from eatublishing mono- 
polies does not very clearly appear. Com- 
pelling the purchaser to work his claim 
within a certain period may have that ten- 
dency, but speculators are very clover, in- 
deed, and find exceedingly ingenious ways 
ofe>'ading even the most stringent and 
clearly-worded statutes. A rich corporation 
will find it much easier to expend tho sum 
required on a tract of land that gives pro- 
mise to be rich in minerals than a poor man. 
Tho sum of eight hundred dollars on IfiO 
acres, which is the amount proposed 
to be expended, would bo a mere 
trifle to a rich company, while 
it would bs a very great deal moro thin a 
poor Rian.obnld raise in the timo 'speoificd, 
even if 'he were' convinced that there were 
millions in his ullotiuent. Money baa ita 
privileges and its advantages, und it is ex- 
eeldiugly hard for a leginluture, when it 
sincerly desires to do so, to deprive it of ita 
Bupcriorily and to place tho poor prospector 
on the same fooling as the ricli hjicculator. 
The propos.il to impose a r< yally on min- 
erals has been strenuously opposed. We 



Wui.L-BRKD and intelligent American citi- 
zens are always ready to honor the toast to 
Queen Victoria anri, to observe all that 
politeness and official e;iquette require 
when, on public ocoisions, the British Na- 
tional Anthem is sung. The representa- 
tives of the United .States in Great Brit.iin 
and her dependencies have never been 
known to be so discourteous und so ignor 
ont as to evince, by word or act, that they 
were wanting in respect for the sovereign of 
Great Britain. The refusal, therefore, of 
the Vancouver consular agent to stand up 
when the health of the (iueen was drunk 
and the national anthem sung is something 
unprecedented. It is, of course, to be at 
tributed to the man's want of knowledge < f 
what the usages of good society and nllic al 
ctitiuette require, and is not indicative of 
the feelings which American citizens 
i;<'iierolly entertain towards the Queen of 
Great Britain or the British nation. The 
excuse he gave for his boorish conduct was 
simply absurd.

Prof. Thomas Davidson In tho May Forum. 

A great deal ha.s been spoken and writ- 
ten against reprints of foreign books on tlio 
acore of the dishonesty involved in them, 
and ■with good reason ; but tlioy deserve 
far moioand far stronger reprobation on 
another ground. Even if the authors' 
copyright had been, in all casea, duly re- 
garded, they ouglit atili, in tlio majority of 
cuHca, to be protested against, as tending to 
corrupt our people and draw them away 
from that simple ideal of life and freedom 
which is the very soul of our nation. I am 
here referring ntjt solely or chiefly to tho 
repro luotiona of those uncleau works wiih 
widcli France favors us, op of that vopid, 
sentimental Damen-lileratur in which (Jer- 
many abounds, but rather, and especially, 
to those innumerable reprints of English 
works of unexceptional conventional miirul- 
ity with which tho whole country is del- 
ug'.'d. Against French inunorality we arc, 
ill some degree, protooled by our native 
puritaniam, and whore that fails, by con- 
ventional hypocrioy ; wliilo German senti- 
mentality, lacking, as it usually dues, the 
salt of humor, strikes us as insipid, and 
thei elore layn but sliglit hold upon us. In 
English works, on llieolher haml, th'.-ie i.'? 
soniclhing far more germano to our cliarac- 
ter, a subtle atavistic poison, wliicli puts 
to sleep the new man, the free Anierimiii in 
ua, and wake.i the i-luinbering, servile or 
overbiariiig ICaglisbniaii. Still more fre- 
quently il wakts tlie .slumbering Kiigliab- 
woinin. Hiiwevcr u.soful hucIi literatuio 
may he in Mngland, uliicli is dominated by 
the .'■pirit of eaflte, reiiderirg necessary the 
cuUivaiioii of .serviliiy in one clu.ss In nialeli 
the arrogance of anot'ner, it is distinctly 
hui Uul in America, where tbero ia no re- 
cngnizo 1 caste, ami where uoibing is more 
essential lo public and private well-being 
111. in the spirit of manly and womanly self- 
respect, and of contempt for all factitious 
worth conferred by birth, position, title, or 
woalth.
